This Muddling War

There is no place-nopme 8o poor t(hat It
hasn't n story to tell. Pronunclation s some-
times tha source of interest—or one of the
sources—tor every name has a variety of as-
socintions, etymologleal, historieal and other-
wise, bedides still other fascinating gqualities.

Out in Gallln County, Ohlo, Is a town
nomed Gallipolls, It owes some of its pres-
ent faome, which isn’t yet of very large pro-
portions, to a4 name famillar to readoers of the
war news, Gallipoll, as everybody knows,
has the accent on the second syliable. The
people of the little Ohlo town ean't get used
toe it. They have been acoustomed from
childhood to saying “Galll-polles,” with the
aecent on the first and last syllables, espe-
clally the last, Gallla County was settled by
the Fronch about 1T88. The French gave it
the name the Romuang guve to the old coun-
try, and drew on Latin and Greek for the
name of thelr county sent. Tt Is stated that
there are seventeen places In this vountry
the names of which contain the Greek
“polis,” the word for “elty.” They are In-
dianapolls, Minneapolls, Annapolis, Copper-
opolls, Demopolis, Kanopolls, Cosmopolls,
Metropolis, Opolls und Gallipolis, There's an
Indianapolis In Oklahoma as well as in In-
dinna: u Minneapolls in Minnesota, another
In Kansas and & third In North Cuarolina:
while Annapolis is found In Maryland, Culi-
fornin, Tiinols, Missouri and Ohlo.

' Bome place-names are manufactured for
descriptive purpeses, as “Philadeiphla” s
Greek for “City of Brotherly Love" and
“Cynwyd'* is Welsh for “Thou art frsy*
W8l Petersburg,'" or “Petrograd,” ils a poers
petynl reminder of the romance of the found-
Ing of the eity, and the mere mention of the
name “Home" spenks volumes. The sirest
names of London are a treasury of historical
lore. The “City of a Thousand Gates" has
still Its Newgate, the fifth portal in the orig-
Inal Roman wall of London and the scene of
the executions; It has lis Canonsguie, its
Blllingsgate, and, one mighl think, the whole
thousand. Mount street s s called bhecause
Ollver's Mount, a point in the fortification
lines built wround London by Oliver Crom.
well's men, stood beslde the highway in
those times. Golden Bquare gets |ts name
from an inn called “The Gelding,” which fop.
merly stood in the nelghborhood. The Square
was first called Gelding Square, but the peo-
ple didn't like it &nd changed the name by
usage.
